For 
which the Aſtronomers (who have writ- 
ten large Syſtems concerning the Stone) 
aſſign the following Reaſon; That the 
magnetick Virtue does not extend be- 
yond the Diſtance of four Miles, and 


that the Mineral which acts upon the

When the Stone is put parallel to the 
Plane of the Horizon, the Iſland ſtand- 
eth ſtill; for in that Cafe the Extremities 
of it being at equal Diſtance from the 
Earth, act with equal Force; the one 
in drawing downwards, the other in 
puſhing upwards, and conſequently no 
Motion can enſue, 


This 'Load-ſtone is. under the Care 
of certain Aſtronomers. who from Time 
to Time give it ſuch [Poſitions as the 
Monarch directs. They ſpend the great- 
eſt part of their Lives in obſerving the 
celeſtial - Bodies, which they do by the 
Aſſiſtance of Glaſſes far excelling ours in 
Goodneſs, For this Advantage hath ena- 
bled them to extend the Diſcoveries much 
farther than our Aſtronomers in Europe.

preſerve Decenty and Crvility in the high- 
eſt Degrees, but are altogether i ignorant 
of Ceremony. They have no ſondneſs 
tor their Colts or Foals; but the Care 
they take in educating them proceeds en- 
tirely from the DiQates of Reaſon. And 
I obſerved my Maſter to ſhew the ſame 
Affection to his Neighbour's Iſſue that 
he had for his own. They will have it, 
that Nature teaches them to love the 
whole Species; and it is Reaſon only that 
maketh a Diſtinction of Perſons, where 
there is a Wen Degree of Virtue.

produced one of each Sex, they no longer 
accompany with their Conſorts, except 
they loſe one of their Iſſue by ſome Ca- 


ſualty, which very ſeldom happens: But 


jn ſuch à Caſe they meet again; or when 
the like Accident befalls a Perſon, whoſe 
Wife is paſt bearing, ſome other Couple 
beſtow on him one. of their own Colts, 
and then go together again *till the Mo- 
ther is pregnant. This Caution is neceſ- 
ſary to prevent the Country from being 
overburthened with Numbers. But the 
Race of Inferior Houy bu bumst, bred up to 
be Servants, is not ſo ſtrictly limited up- 
on this Article; theſe are allowed to pro- 
duce three of each Sex, to be Domeſticks_ 
in the noble F amilies. tf 

In their Marriages they are exactly 
careful to chuſe ſuch Colours as will not 
make any diſagreeable Mixture in the 
Breed. Strength is chiefly valued in the 
Male, and Comelineſs in the Female, not 
upon the Account of Love, but to pre- 


ſerve the Race from degenerating; for 


where a Female happens to excel in 
Strength, a Conſort is choſen with regard 
to Comlineſs. 
Jointures, Settlements, have no Place in 
their Thoughts; or Terms whereby to 


Courtſhip, Love, Preſents, 
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young Couple meet and are joined, meerly 
becauſe it is the Determination 'of their 
Parents and Friends: It is what. they ſee 
done every Day, and they look upon it 
as one of the neceſſary AQtions of a ra- 
tional Being. But the Violation of Mar- 
riagtꝭc or any other Unchaſtity, was never 
beard of: And the married Pair paſs 
their Lives with the ſame Friendſhip and 
mutual Benevolence that they bare to all 
others of the ſame Species, who come in 
their Way, without Jealouſy, Fondneſs, 
Quarreling, or Diſcontent. UI 


In educating the Youth of both Sexes, 
their Method is admirable, and highly 


deſerves our Imitation. Theſe are no 
| ſuffered: to taſte a Grain of Oats,.. except 


upon certain Days, till eighteen Years old; 
nor Milk, but very rarely; and in Sum- 
mer they graze two. Hours in the Morn» 
ing, and as long in the Evening, which 
their Parents likewiſe obſerve, but the 
Servants are not allowed above half that 
time, and a great Part of their Graſs is 
brought home, which they eat at the moſt

Every fourth Year, at the Vernal E. 
guinox,, there is a repreſentative Council 
of the whole Nation, which meets in a 
Plain abouttwenty Miles fram our Houſe, 
and continues about five or fix Days. 
Here they enquire into the State and 
Condition of the ſeveral Diſtricts, whe- 
ther they abound ot be deficient: in Hay 
or Oats, or Cows or Faboos, And where- 
ever there is any Want ( which is but ſel-

NE of * Grand Aſſemblies was 
held in. my time; about three 


Months before my Departure, whither 
my Maſter went as the Repreſentative 


of our Diſtrict, In this Council was re- 


ſumed their old Debate, and indeed, 
the only Debate that ever happened in 
that Country ; whereof my Maſter, after 
his Return gave me a very particular 
Account. | 


The Queſtion to be debated, was, 
Whether the Taboo, ſhould be extermi- 
nated "from the Face of the Earth? One 
of the Members ſor the affirmative of- 
fered ſeveral Arguments of great Strength 
and Weight, alledging, That as the Ta- 
hoos were the moſt filthy, noiſome, and 


deformed Animal which Nature ever pro- 


duced, ſo they were the moſt reſtive and 
indocible, miſchievous, and malicious: 
They wonld privately ſuck the Teats of 


the Houyhnhnms Cows, kill, and devour 


their Cats, trample Jown their Oats and 
N 961. 


Graſs, ifthey were not continually watch- 
ed, and commit a thouſand other Extra- 
vagancies. He took Notice of a general 


"Tradition, That 7/ aboos had not been al- 


ways in that Country : But, that many 
Ages ago, two of theſe Brutes appeared 
together upon a Mountain, whether pro- 
duced by the Heat of the Sun upon cor- 
rupted Mud and Slime, or from the O6ze 
or Froth of the Sea, was never known. 


| That theſe Taboo engendered, ' and their 


Brood in a ſhort time grew ſo numerous 
as to over-run and infeſt the whole Na- 
tion, That the. Hoh bn mm, to get rid 


of this Evil, made à general Hunting, 
and at laſt encloſed the whele Herd, and 


deſtroying the Old Ones; every Habe 
hum kept two Young Ones ina Kennel, 
and brought them to ſuch a Degree of 
Tameneſs, as an Animal, ſo ſavage by 


Nature, can be capable of acquiring z 


ufing them for Draught and Carriage. 
That there ſeemed to be much Truth in 
this Tradition, and That thoſe Creatures 

Ppp could

could not be Vnbniamſey (or Aborigines 
of the Land) becauſe of the violent Ha- 
tred the Houybnbnms, as well as all other 


Animals, bore them; which although 


their evil Diſpoſition ſuffieiently deſerved, 
could never have arrived at ſo high a 


Degree, if they had been Aborigines, or 
elſe they would have long ſince been 
rooted out. That the Inhabitants taking 


a Fancy to uſe the Service of the Yaboos, 
had very imprudently neglected to culti- 
vate the Breed of Aſſes, which were a 
comely Animal, eaſily kept, more tame 
and orderly, w 
' ſtrong enough for Labour, although they 
yield to the other in Agility of Body; 
and if their, Braying be no. agreeable 


Sound, it is far preferable to the horrible 
Howlings of the Taboo, 


Several others declared their Sen- 
timents-to the ſame purpoſe, when my 
Maſter propoſed an Expedient to the Aſ- 


ſembly, whereof he had indeed borrowed- 


| + the Hint from me. He approved of the 


| 


| 


Tradition mentioned by the Honourable 
Member, who ſpoke before, and affirm- 


| ed, that the two 7ahoos ſaid to be firſt 


ſeen among them had been driven thither 
over the Sea; that coming to Land, and 


being forſaken by their Companions, they 
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without any offenſive Smell, 


retired tothe Mountains, and degenerating 
by Degrees, became in Proceſs of time 
much more ſavage than thoſe of their 
own Species in the Country from whence 
theſe two Originals came. The Reaſon 
of his Aſſertion was, that he had now 
in his Poſſeſſion a certain wonderful Ta- 
hoo, (meaning myſelf) which moſt of 
them had heard of, and many of them 
had ſeen, He then related to them, how 
he firſt found me, that my Body was all 
covered with an artificial Compoſure 
of the Skins and Hairs of other Ani- 
mals: That I had a Language of my 


own, and had thoroughly learned theirs : 


That J had related to him the Accidents 
which brought me thither: That when 


he ſaw me without my Covering, I was 
an exact Taboo in every: Part, only of a 
whiter Colour, and leſs hairy and with 
ſhorter Claws, He added, how I had en- 
deavoured to perſuade him, that in my 
own and other, Countries the Yuhoos ated 
as the governing, rational Animal, and 
held the Houybnbums in Servitude: That 
he obſerved in me all the Qualities of a 
Taboo, only a little more civilized by ſome 
Tincture of Reaſon, which however was 
in a Degree as far inferior to the Ho- 
Inbum Race, as the Yahoos of theinCoun- 
try were to me: That, among other 
things 
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things, I mentioned a Cuſtom we had of 
caſtrating Houybnhnms when they were 


young, in order to render them tame ; 
that the Operation was eaſy and ſafe; 
that it was no Shame to learn Wiſdom 
ſrom Brutes, as Induſtry is taught by 
the Ant, and Building by the Swallow. 
(For ſo I tranſlate the Word Lybunnb, 
although it be a much larger Fowl) 
That this Invention might be practiſed 


upon the younger Taboo, here; which, 


beſides rendring them tractable and fitter 
for Uſe, would in an Age put and End to 
the whole Species without deſtroying Life. 
That, in the mean time the Houbnbum! 


ſhould be exhorted to cultivate the Breed 


of Aſſes, which as they are in all reſpects 
more valuable Brutes, ſo they have this 
Advantage, to be fit for Service at five 
Years old, which the others are not till 
twelve. 


This was all my Maker thought fit 
- to tell me at that time, of what paſſed 
io the Grand Council. But he was plea- 
fed ro conceal one particular, which re- 
lated perſonally to myſelf, whereof I ſoon 
telt the unhappy Effect, as the Reader 
will know in its proper Place, and from 
whence J date all the ſucceeding Misſor- 
tunes of my Life. | 


and conſequently, their Knowledge is all 
traditional. But there happened few E- 
vents of any Moment among a People ſo 
well united, naturally diſpoſed to every 
Virtue, wholly governed by Reaſon, and 
cut off ſrom all Commerce with other 


Nations, the hiſtorical Part is eaſily pre- 


ſerved without burthening their Memory. 
T have already obſerved, that they are 
ſubjeR to no Diſeaſes, and therefore can 
have no need of Phyficians. However, 
they have excellent Medicines compoſed 
of Herbs, to cure accidental Bruiſes and 
Cuts in the Paſtern or Frog of the Foot 
by ſharp Stones, as well as other Maims 


and Hurts in the ſeveral Parts of the 
Body. | 


They calculate the Year by the Re- 
volution of the Sun and the Moon, but 


uſe no Subdiviſions into Weeks. They are 
well enough acquainted with the Motions 


of thoſe two Luminaries, and underſtand

They have a kind 
of hard Flints, which by grinding againſt 
other Stones, they form into Inſtruments, 
that ſerve inſtead of Wedges, Axes, and 
Hammers. With Tools made of theſe 
Flints, they likewiſe cut their. Hay, and 
reap their Oats, which there groweth na- 
turally in ſeveral Fields: The Taboo. 
draw Hame the Sheaves inCarriages,and 
the Servants tread them in ſeveral covered 
Hurts, to get out the Grain, which is 
kept in Stores. They make a rude kind 
of earthen and wooden Veſſels, and bake 


. the former in the Sun. 


If they can avoid Caſualties, they die 
only of Old-Age, and are buried in the 
obſcureſt Places that can be found, their 
Friends and Relations expreſſing neither 
Joy nor Grief at their Departure, nor 


does the dying Perſon diſcover the leaſt 
' Regret that he is leaving the World, 


any more than if he were upon returning 
home from a Viſit to one of his Neigh- 


and his Family to come to his Houſe 
upon ſoma Affair of Importance; on the

They live generally to ſeventy or ſe-

Pain. During this time they are much 
vifited by their Friends, becauſe they 
cannct go abroad with their uſual Eafe 


Days before Death, which they feldom 
fail in computing, they return the Viſits 
that have been made them by thoſe who 
are neareſt in the Neighbourhood, being 
carried in a convenient Sledge drawn by 


Taboo, which Vehicle they uſe, not only 


upon this Occafion, but when they grow 
old upon long Journeys, or when they 


are lamed by an Accident, And there-

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fore when the dying Houyhnbum return 
thoſe Viſits, they take a ſolemn Leave 
of their Friends, as if they were going 
to ſome remote Part of the Country; 
where they deſigned to paſs the reſt of 
their Lives, 


I know not whether it may be worth 
obſerving, that the Houybnhnms have no 
Word in their Language to expreſs any 
thing that is Evil, except what they 
borrow from the Deſormities or ill Qua- 
lities of the Yaboos. 'Thus they denote

the Houſe, and the Sides and Floors of 


which I plaiſtered with Clay, and cover- 
| ed with Ruſh Matts of my own  contriv- 
ing; I had beaten, Hemp, Which there 
grows wild, and made of it, a, ſort of 
Ticking. This 1; filed with the Feathers 
of ſeveral Birds I had taken with Springes 
made of Taboo, Haits, and were excel - 


lent Food. I had worked two Chairs 


with my Kniſe, the Sorre] Nag helping 
me io the groſſer and more laborious 
Part. When my Claaths were worn to 
Rags, I made myſelf others with the 
Skins of Rabbets, and of a certain beau- 
tiful Animal abaut the ſame Size, called 
Nubnob, the Skin of which is covered 
with a fine Down. Of theſe I made 
very tolerable Stockings, I ſoaled my

Shoes wich Wood, which I cut from a 


Tree, and fitted to the upper Leather ; 
and when this was worn out, I ſupplied 
it with the Skins of Yaheos dried in the 
Sun. I often got Honey out of hollow 
Trees, which I mingled with Water, or 
eat with my Bread. No Man could 
more verify the Truth of theſe two Max. 
.ims, That Nature is very eaſily! ſatisfied; 
and Neceſuy is the Mother | of Invention 
I enjoyed perfect Health of Body and 
Tranquillity of Mind; I did not find the 
Treachery or Inconſtancy of a Friend, 
nor the Injuries, of a Secret or open Ene- 
my; I had no Occaſion of Bribing, Flat- 
tering, or Pimping, to procure the Fa- 
vour of any Great Man, or of his Mi- 
nion; I wanted no Fence againſt Fraud 
or Oppreſſion; here was neither Phyfi- 
cian to deſtroy my Body, nor Lawyer to 
ruin my Fortune; no Informer to watch 
my Were and Actions, or forge Accu- 

ſations 
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ſations againſt me for Hire ; here were no 
Gibers, Cenſurers, Backbiters, Pick-pock- 
ets, Highwaymen, Houſebreakers, At- 


torneys, Bawds, Buffoons, Gameſters, 


Politicians, Wits, ſplentick tedious Talk- 
ers, Controvertiſts, Raviſhers, Murder- 
ers, Robbers, Virtuoſo's ; no Leaders or 
Followers of Party and Faction; no En- 
couragers to Vice, by Seducement, or Ex- 
amples; no Dungeon, Axes, Gibbets, 
Wuhipping-Poſts, or Pillories ; no cheating 
Shopkeepers or Mechanicks; no Pride, 
Vanity, or Affectation; no Fops, Bullies, 
Drunkards, ſtrolling Whores, or Foxes . 

no ranting, lewd, expenſive Wives; no 
ſtupid, proud Pedants; no Importunate, 


overbearing, quarrelſome, noiſy, roaring, - 


empty, conceited, ſwearing Companions; 
no Scoundrels, 
the ſake of their Vices, or Nobility 
thrown into it on Account of their Vir- 
tues; no Lords, Fidlers, Judges, or 9 


ing- Maſters. 


had the Favour of Nn admitted 
to ſeveral Houybnhums, who came to vi- 
fit or dine with my Maſter, where his 
Honour graciouſly ſuffered me to wait in 
the Room, and liſten to their Diſcourſe; 
Both he and his Company would often 
deſcend to aſk me Queſtions, and receive 


'raiſed from the Duſt for 


247 
my Anſwers. I had alſo ſometimes the 
Honour of attending my Maſter in his 
Viſits- Je others. I never preſumed to 
ſpeak, except in Anſwer_to a Queſtion, 
and then I did it with inward Regret, 
becauſe it was a Loſs of ſo much Time 
for improving myſelf: But I was infinite- 


ly delighted with the Station of an hum- 


ble Auditor in ſuch Converſations, where 
nothing paſſed but what was uſeful, ex- 
prefſed in the feweſt and moſt ſignificant 
Words: Where the greateſt Decency was 
obſerved, withour the leaſt Degree of 
Ceremony; where no Perſon ſpoke with- 
out being pleaſed himſelf, and pleaſing 
his Companions: Where there was no 
Interruption, Tediouſneſs, Heat or Dif- 
ference of Sentiments. They have a No- 
tion, That when People are met loge 


ther, a ſhort Silence doth much improve 


Converſation: This 1 found to be true; 
for during thoſe little Intermiſſions of 
Talk, new Ideas would ariſe in the 
Thoughts, which very much enlivened 
their Diſcourſe. Their Subjects are ge- 
nerally on Friendſhip and Benevolence, 
on Order and Oeconomy, ſometimes upon 
the viſible Operations of Nature, or an- 
cient Traditions, upon the Bounds and 
Limits of Viriue, upon the unerring 
Rules of — or upon ſome Determi- 


nations, 


vations, to be taken at the next great A- 
ſembly ; and often upon the various Ex- 
cellencies of Poetry. I may add without 
Vanity; that my Preſence gave them ſuſ- 
ficient: Matter for Diſcourſe, becauſe it 
_ afforded my Mafter an Occaſion of letting 
his Friends into the Hiſtory of me and 
my Country, upon-which they were all 


pleaſed to deſcant in a Manner not very 
advantageous to human Kind; and for 
that Reaſon I ſhall not repeat what they 


ſaid: Only I may be allowed to obſerve, 
That his Honour, to my great Admira- 


tion, appeared to underſtand the Nature 
of Taboo, in all Countries, much better 
than myſelf. He went through all our 
Vices and Follies, and diſcovered many 
which I had never mentioned to him, by 
only ſuppoſing what Qualifications a Taboo 
of their Country, with a ſmall Proportion 
of Reaſon, might be capable of exerting ; 


and concluded, with too much Probabi- 


tity, how vile as well as miſerable ſuch a 
Creature muſt be, 


I freely confefs, That all the little 
| Knowledge I have of any Value, was ac- 
quired by the Lectures I received from my 
Maſter, and from hearing the Diſcourſes 
of him and his Friends; to which 1 
ſhould be prouder to liſten, than to dice 
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tate to the greateſt and wiſeſt Aſſembly in 
Europe. I admired the Strength, Come- 
lineſs, and Speed to the Inhabitants, and 
ſuch a Conſtellation af Virtues in ſuch a- 
miable Perſons produced in me the high- 
eſt-Veneration, At firſt, indeed, I did 
not feel that natural Awe which the 7aboos 
and all other Animals bear towards them, 
but it grew upon me by Degrees, much 
ſooner than I imagined, and was mingled 
with a reſpeQful Love and Grrtitude, 
that they would condeſcend to diſtinguiſh 
me from the reſt of my Species. | 


When I thought of my Family, my 
Friends and my Countrymen, -or buman 
Race in general, I conſidered them as 
they really were, Yahoo in Shape and 


Diſpoſition only a little civilized, and 
qualified with the Gift of Speech, but 


making no other Uſe of Reaſon, than to 
improve and multiply thoſeVices, where- 
of their Brethren in this Country had 
only the Share that Nature allotted them, 
When I happened to behold the Reflec- 
tion of my own Form in a Lake or a 
Fountain, I turned away my Face in 
Horror and Deteſtation of myſelf, and 
could better endure the Sight of a com- 
mon Taboo, than of my own Perſon. By 
converſing with the Houybnbums, and look- 

ing

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- his uſual Hour. 
tenance that he was in ſome Perplexity, 
and ata Loſs how, to begin what he had 
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ing upon them with Delight, I fell to 
. imitate their Gait and Geſture, which is 


now grown into a Habit, and my Friends 
often tell me, in a Blunt Way, that I trot 
like a Horſe; which, however, I take 
for a great Compliment: Neither ſhall I 


diſowy, that in ſpeakiog I am apt to fall 


into the Voice and Manner of the Houyhn- 


nm and hear myſelf ridiculed on that 


Account without the leaſt Mortification. 


In the midſt of all this Happineſs, 
and when I. looked upon myſelf to be 
fully ſettled for Life, my Maſter ſent 
for me one Morning a little earlier than 
I obſerved by his Coun- 


to ſpeak. Aſter a ſhort Silence, he told 
me, He did not know how I would take 


what he was going to ſay; that in the laſt 


general Aſſembly, when the Affair of the 
Yahoos was entered upon, the Repreſenta- 


tives had. taken Offence at his keeping a 


Yahoo (meaning myſelf) in his Family, 
more like a Hoayhnham, than a Brute A- 
nimal. That he was known ſrequently 


to converſe with me, as if he could re- 

ceive ſome Advantage or Pleaſure in my 

Company: That ſuch a Practice was not 

agreeable to Reaſon or 3 nor a 
* 063. 


For they alledged, 
ſome Rudiments of Reaſon added to the 
, natural Pravity of thoſe Animals, it was 


Thiog ever 8000 ol belore among them. 
The Aſſembly did therefore exhort him, 
either to employ me like the reſt of my 
Species, or command me to ſwim back 
to the Place from whence I came. That 
the firſt of theſe Expedients was utterly 
rejected by all the Houybnhnms, who had 
ever ſeen me at his Honſe or their own: 
That becauſe I had 


to be feared, I might be able to ſeduce 
them into the woody and mountainous 
Parts of the Country, and bring them in 
Treops by Night to deſtroy the Houybn- 
hnms Cattle, as being naturally of the ta- 
venous Kind, and averſe from Labour. 


My Maſter added, That he was daily 
preſſed by the Houyhnhnms of the Neigh- 
bourhood to have the Aſſembly's Exbor- 
zation executed, which he could not put 
off much longer. He doubted it would 
be impoſſible for me to ſwim to. another 
Country, and therefore wiſhed I would 
contrive ſome ſort of Vehicle reſembling 
thoſe I had deſcribed to him, that might 
carry me on the Ser, in which Work I 
ſhould have the Aſſiſtance of his own 
Servants, as well as thoſe of his Neigh- 
bours. He concluded, That for his own 

R rr | part, 
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part, he could have been content to keep 
me in his Service as long as I lived, be- 
cauſe he found I had cured myſeſclf of 
ſome bad Habits and Diſpoſitions, by. en- 
deavouring, as far as my inferior Nature 
was capable, to imitate the Houyhnhums, 


1 ſhould here - obſerve to the Reader, 
that a Decree of the general Aſſembly 
in this Country, is expreſſed by the Word 


_ Hnbloayn, which ſignifies an Exbortation, 


as near as I can render it: For they have 
no Conception how a rational Creature 
can be compelled, but only adviſed, or ex- 
bor ted, becauſe no Perlon can diſobey 
Reaſon without giving up his Claim o 
be a rational Creature. 

1 was ſtruck with the utmoſt Grief 
and Deſpair at my Maſter's Diſcourſe, 
and being unable to ſupport the Agonies 
I was under, I fell into a Swoon at his 
Feet; when I came to myſelf, he told 
me, that he concluded I had been dead. 


(For theſe People are ſubject to no ſuch 


Imbecillities of Nature.) Ianfwered, in 
'a faint. Voice, That Death would have 
been too great an Happirieſs ; that altho? 


Leould not blame the Aſſembly's Exhor- 


zation, or the Urgency of his Friends; 
yet in my weak and corrupt Judgment, I 
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thought it might conſiſt with Reaſon to 
have been leſs rigorous. That 1 could 
not ſwim a League, and probably the 


neareſt Land. to theirs might be diſtant 


above an hundred : That many Materi- 
als, neceſlary for making .a ſmall Veſſel 
to carry me off were wholly wanting in 
this Country; which, however, I would 
attempt in Obedience and Gratitude to 
his Honour, although I concluded the 
Thing to be impoſſible, and therefore 
looked on myſelf as already devoted to 
Deſtruction. That the certain Proſpect 


of unnatural Death was the leaſt of my 
Evils: For, ſuppoſing I ſhould eſcape 


with Life by ſome ſtrange Adventure, 
how could I think with Temper of paſs- 
ing my Days among Yahoos, and relap- 


ſing into my old Corruptions, for want of 


Examples to lead and keep me within 
the Paths of Virtue? That I knew too 
well upon what ſolid Reaſons all the De- 
terminations of the'wiſe Hoxybnbnms were 
founded, not to ſhaken by Arguments 
of mine, a miſerable Yahoo; and there» | 
fore aſter preſenting him with my humble 
Thanks for the Offer of his Servants Aſ- 
ſiſtance in making a Veſſel, and deſiring 
a reaſonable Time ſor ſo difficult a Work, 
I told bim I would endeavour to preſerve 
a wretched Being; and if ever I returned 


to England, was not without Hopes of 
being uſeful to my own Species, by cele- 


brating the Praifes of the renowned 


Honybnbumt, and propoſing their Virtues 
to the Tmiration of Mankind. 


My Maſter in a few Words made me 
a very gracious Reply, allowed me the 


ſpace of two Months to finiſh my Boat, 


and ordered the Sorrel Nag, my Fellow- 
Servant, (tor ſo at this Diſtance I may 
preſume to call him) to follow my In- 
ſtructions, becauſe I told my Maſter that 
his Help would be ſafficient, and I knew 
he had a Tenderneſs for me. 


In his Company, my firſt Buſineſs was 


to go to that Part of the Coaſt, where 
my rebellious Crew had ordered me to 
be ſet on Shore. I got upon a Height, 


and looking on every Side into the Sea, 
fancied I ſaw a fmalll Iſland towards the 


| North-&aſt.: I took out my Pocket-Glafs, 


and could then clearly diſtinguiſh it about 
five Leagues off, as I computed ; but it 
appeared to the Sorrel Nag to' be only a 
blue Cloud.: For, as he had no Concep- 
tion of any Country beſides his own, _ fo 
he could not be as expert in diſtinguiſh- 
ing remote Objects at Sea, as we who ſo 
much converſe in that Element. 
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After 1 had diſcovered this Iſland, I 


confidered no farther; but refolved it 
ſhould, if poſſible, be the firſt Place of 


my Baniſhment, leaving the Conſequence 
to Fortune, 


I returned home and conſulting with 
the Sorrel Nag, we went into a Copſe at 
ſome Diſtance, where I with my Knife, 
and he with a ſharp Flint faſtened very 
artificially, after their Manner, to a wood- 
en Handle, cut down ſeveral Oak- Wat> 
tles about the Thicknefs of a walking- 
Staff, and ſome larger Pieces.

of my own making, My Sail was like- 
wiſe compofed of the Skins of the ſame 
Animal; but 1 made uſe of the youngeſt 
I could get, the older being wo tough 


and thick 5 and I likewtſe provided my- 


ſelf with four Paddles. - I laid ig a Stock 
of boiled Fleſh of Rabbets and Fowls, 
bt

and topk with we twa Veſſels, one. filled 
with Milk, and the other with Water. 


I tried my Canes EE uae Pond. near 
my Maſter's Houſe, and then corrected 


in it what was amiſs; ſtopping all the 
Chioks, with Taboo, Tallow, till 1 found 


it ſtanch, and able to bear me and my 
| Freight. And when it was as compleat 
as I could poſſibly make it, I had it 
drawn on a Carriage very gently by Ya. 
boos to the Sea-Side, under the. Conduct 
of the 1 s, and another Servant. 


When all was Vl and * Day come 
for my Departure, I. took leave of my 
Maſter and Lady, and the whole Fami- 
ly, mine Eyes flawing with Tears, and 
mine Heart quite ſuok with Grief... But 
his Honour out of Curioſity ; and per- 

' haps (if I may ſpeak it without Vani- 
ty) partly out of Kindoeſs, was deter- 
mined to ſee me in my Canoo, and, got 
| ſeveral of his neighbouring Friends to 
accompany him. I was forced to wait

above an Hour for the Tide, and then 
© obſerving the Wind very fortunately bear- 


ing towards the Iſland, to which I in- 
. tended to ſteer my Courſe. 


I took a ſe- 
cond Leave of my Maſter: But as I was 
going to proſtrate myſelf to kiſs his Hoof, 
he did me the Honour. to raiſe it genlly. 
tomy Mouth. I am not ignorant how 


much I have been cenſured for mention- 
ing this laſt Particular: For my Detrac- 


tors are pleaſed to think it improbable, 
that ſo illuſtrious-a Perſon ſhould deſcend 


to give ſo great a Mark of Diſtinction to 


a Creature ſo inferior as I. Neither have 


I forgot , how apt ſome Travellers are to 


boaſt of extraordinary Favours they have 
received. But if theſe Cenſurers were bet- 


ter acquainted with the noble and courtes 


ous Diſpoſition of the Houwybubums, they 


would ſoon change their Opinion. 


I paid my ReſpeRts to the reſt of the 
Houyhnhnms in his Honour's Company; 
then getting into my Canoo, I puſhed off 
from Shore.

rope; ſo horrible was the Idea, I con- 


ceived of teturning to live in the Society,

0 1250 under the n of Yahoor, 
For in ſuch a Solitude as 1 defired, 1 could 
at leaſt enjoy my own Thoughts and re- 


flect with Delight on the Virtues of thoſe

The Wind was full Weſt, and by 
fix in the Evening I computed 1 had gone 
Eaftward at leaſt eighteen Leagues, when 


- I ſpied a very ſwall Iſland about half a 


u. which 1 ſoon reached. It was early a ſiale too tar, I ſawtwentyor thir- 
| nothing but a Rock with one Creek, na- 


turally: arched by the Force of Tempeſis. 
Here I put in my Canoo, and climbing 


up a part of the Rock I could plainly dif- 


cover Land to the Euſt, extending from 


- South to North. I lay all Night in my Ca- 
noo, and repeating my Voyage eatly in the 


Morning, I arrived in ſeven Hours to 
the Sonth-Eaſt Poiot of New-Halland. 
This confirmed me in the Opinion I have 
long entertained, . that the Maps and 


© Charts place this Country at leaſt three De- 

grees more to the Eaſ than it really is; 
- which Thought I communicated many 
Vears ago to my worthy Friend Mr. Her- 


man Moll, and gave him my Reaſons ſor it, 


altho he bath rather choſen to follow o- 


ther Authors. 


I ſaw no Inhabitants i in the Place where | 


1 landed, and being unarmed, I was a- 
ſraid of venturing far into the Country. I 
tound ſome Shell-fiſh on the Shore, and 
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eat them raw, nat daring to kindle a Fire | 


for fear of being diſcovered by the Na- 


tives, 1 continued three Days feeding on 


Oyſters. and Limpits, io ſave my own Pro- 
vifions; and I fartunately found''a Brook 


of excellent Water, which gavs me great 
Relief, 


On the fourth Day, venturing out 


ty Natives upon a Height, not above five 
hundred Vards from me. They were 


ſtark naked, Men, Women and Children 
round a Fire, as I could diſcover by the 


Smogk. - One of them ſpied me, and gare 
notice to the reſt; five of them advanced 


towards me, leaving the Women and 
Children at the Fire. I made what haſte 
1 could to the Shore, and getting into 


my Canoo, ſhoved off: The Sawiges ob- 


ſerving me retreat, ran after me; and 
before I could get far enough into the 
Sea, diſcharged an Arrow, which wound- 
ed me deeply on the Infide of my left 
Kriee. (I ſhall carry the Mark to my 
Grave.) I apprehended the Arrow might 
be poiſon&d, and paddling out of tho 
reach of their Darts (being a calm Day) 
I'made' a ſhift to ſuck the Wound, and 
dreſs it as well as I could. 
I was at a Loſs what to do, for I durſt 
not return to the ſame Landing-place, but

e, was againſt me, blowing North-Weſt. 
As I was looking about for a ſecure Land- 
place, I faw a Sail to the North North-Eaft, 
which appearing every Minute more viſi- 
ble, I was in ſome doubt, whether I ſhould 


| wait for them or no; but at laſt my Deteſ- 
tation of the Yahoo Race prevailed, and 


turning my Canoo, I ſailed and paddled 
together to the South, J got into the ſame 
Creek from whence I ſet out in the Morn- 
ing, chufing rather to truſt myſelf among 
theſe Barbarians, than lire with European 
Yaheos. Idrew up my Canoo as cloſe as 1 


could to the Shore, and hid myſelf behind 


a Stone by a little Brook, which, as 1 
have already ſaid, was excellent Water. 
The Ship came within half a League 


of this Creek, and ſent out her Long- 
Boat with Veſſels to take in freſh Water, 
; (for the Place, it ſeems, was very well 


known) but I did not obſerve it till the 


Boat was almoſt on'Shore, and it was too 
late to ſeck another Hiding-place.

1 

told them I was born in England, from 
whence I came about five Years ago, and 


then their Country and ours were at Peace, 


therefore hoped they would not treat me as

1 was conveyed to 
his own Houſe, and at my earneſt Re- 
queſt, he led me up to the higheſt Room 
backwards. 1 conjured him to conceal 
from all Perſons what I had told bim of 
the Houybnbnms, becauſe the leaſi Hint of 
ſuch a Story would not only draw Num- 
| bers of People, to fee me, but probably, 
put me in Danger of being impriſoned? 
or burnt by the Inquiſition. T he Captain 
| perſuaded. me to accept.a Suit of Cloaths 
newly made, but I would not ſuffer the 
Taylor io take my Meaſure ; however, 
Don Pedro, being almoſt of my Size, they n 
fitted me well enough. He accoutred me 
with other Neceſſaries all new, which 1 
aired for twenty four Hours before I 
would uſe them. 
: The Captain bad no Wiſe, n nor how 
three Seryants, none of, which were ſuf- 
ſered to attend at Meals, and his whole 
Deporiment was ſo obliging, added to 
very good buman Uaderſtanding, that I 
really began to tolerate his Company. He 
gained ſo far upon me, that I ventured 
to look out at the back Window. By 
Degrees I was brought 1 into another Room, 
from whence I peeped into the Street, 


but drew my Head back in a Fright.
